DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 13-25 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of independent claim is the inclusion of a protective tube that surrounds a sensor 
section that protrudes from a sensor housing that is fixed to sensor housing and wherein the 
protective tube has a spiral-shaped tube wall profile (emphasis added) in a sensor for 
determining a physical property of a gas that is to be measured. None of the Prior Art disclose 
nor teach this specific limitation. The Prior Art is replete with examples of protective tubes that 
have various configurations to protect the sensor element/section, such that the sensor 
element/section is not directly exposed to the gas stream, however, none teach this particular 
shape/configuration. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
